He said that there was some- 
times a variance of as much as 
seven degrees between the out- 
side temperature and the temper- 
ature of the fruit, enabling the 
grower to avoid unnecessary 
smudging. | 

Cover crops, he declared, made | 
the groves slightly cooler at 
night; approximately one-half de- 
gree at five feet and one degree 
at ground level. | 

He ‘said that a high ceiling 
will take more heat than a low 
ceiling since, under the latter con- 
dition, there are warm air cur- 
rents above the grove. 

Dew-Point 

A high dew-point, the speaker | 
explained, indicated that the tem- | 
perature drop will be slow and | 
steady once the dew-point is | 
reached. On the other hand, a low | 
adew-point will mean greater fluc- 
tuation in in temperature, but if | 
the fruit is dry, it can stand a 
little more cold, 

A frost is caused by radiational | 
cooling from the ground up, while | 
a freeze is a mass of cold air | 
brought in more or less intact, he | 
explained.
